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FCC HIGHLIGHTS 


by Bill Grenfell W4GF 


The ARRL "... has filed a massive 
document with the FCC requesting a secondary 
allocation for the Amateur Radio Service at 
216-222 Mhz. ARRL contends "This allocation 
would provide re-accommodation for those 
present and future wideband data intercity 

links and other point-to-point fixed Amateur 
_ stations which stand, by August of this year, 
to be displaced from the 220-222 MHz band as 
a result of the reallocation of that segment in 
Docket 87-14." "The League believes that 
Amateurs can peacefully co-exist with present 
and future planned users of the band. "The 
Commission may also have this belief since it 
was they who initially suggested this approach. 
The 216 to 220 MHz band is currently allocat- 
ed to various mobile and fixed services. The 
ARRL petition asks that the 216-220 MHz 
segment only be used by Amateurs for point-to 
point fixed operation on a non-interference 
basis." (W5YI Report, July 1, 1991). 


Amateur licensees Blackwell, NS5GAR, and 
Jarrett, K5FOG, "have filed reply comments 
with FCC on their petition-which seeks to add 
subparagraph "g" to Amateur rule paragraph 
97.205. "This would hold the originator of a 
prohibited communication primarily respons- 
ible for automatic retransmission, with the 
licensee of a repeater (or packet digipeator) 
having secondary responsibility.". The new 
paragraph "g" does not eliminate a trustee’s 
(or intermediary packet station’s) responsibility 
for insuring proper station operation. It is 
intended as protection from blame for those 
instantaneous retransmitted operations over 
which the repeater owner has no effective 
control. They agreed with the Motor City 
Radio Club that strict enforcement of the 
present rules can lead to the closing down of 
repeaters because licensees do not want to be 
held responsible for things over which they do 
not have complete control. 


In response to an inquiry by a U. S. 
Senator, ". . . FCC Private Radio Bureau 
Deputy Chief Beverly Baker and Chief Ralph 
Haller/N4RH have affirmed that new power 
limits on hams or frequency reallocations are 
not planned." One Amateur wrote: "I resent 

the fact that commercial interests are trying to 
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usurp the radio frequencies that have been - 
allocated to ham radio enthusiasts. These 

interests have apparently convinced the FCC 

that they are entitled to them. The individual 

ham cannot compete with the big money and 

lobbying of greedy interests. "Another 

complaint is the reduction of power (watts out) | 
the FCC is surreptitiously planning for the 

ham. By cutting the power they can effectively 

stop us dead in our tracks especially in the low 

ebb of the sunspot cycle." The response to the 

Senator was apparently sent to the Senator by 

Baker on Haller’s behalf. (W5YI Report, July 

1, 1991.) 


"At an open meeting June 13, the FCC 
adopted its recommendations for U.S. proposals 
to the 1992 World Administrative Radio 
Conference. The recommendations, contained 
in a Report in General Docket 89-554, include 
the realignment of the Amateur and broadcast- 
ing bands at 7 MHz to eliminate the overlap 
between the two services, while retaining 
300 kHz of bandwidth for Amateurs by shifting 
the Amateur allocation down 100 kHz and 
broadcasters up 100 kHz. The 40-meter 
recommendation is similar to what the U.S.: 
proposed at the 1979 WARC, but had to settle 
for the status quo when there was insufficient 
support for the proposal in other countries. 
In fact, at WARC-79 the Amateur Service held 
onto its Region 2 allocation of 7100 to 7300 
kHz by only a slender thread. The new recom- 
mendation still faces an uphill battle abroad; 
the HF spectrum below 10 MHz houses many 
competing interests, and reductions in existing 
allocations to the fixed services (which is 
likely to bear the brunt of any broadcasting: 
expansion) will be resisted by many countries’ 
delegations. Even if adopted, a number of 
years would pass before implementation, the 
U.S. is proposing an effective date in the year 
2007! (The ARRL Letter, June 27, 1991.) 

"The FCC is recommending to the State Dept... 
that the U.S. support a reallocation of 
1825 kHz from fixed and mobile HF services to 
the broadcast service due to severe congestion 


in existing HF broadcast bands." (The W5YI. 
Report, July 15,1991). 2)

American Radio Relay League Report

other reports. The LETTER provides timely news of interest to active Radio Amateurs. Any League

Board Focuses on Plans for Future. 

The ARRL Board of Directors met July 19 and 
20 in Rocky Hill, Connecticut. Here are the 
highlights of the meeting: 


o Several actions were taken with respect to 


the 222 MHz band. An interim 222-225 MHz 
band plan, as proposed by the VHF-UHF 
Advisory Committee, was adopted. The Board 
also endorsed the efforts of local frequency 
coordinators to reaccommodate repeaters with 
input frequencies in the lower part of the 


222 MHz band to other recognized repeater 


pairs, to reduce the possibility of interference 
between repeater users and operators using 
other modes, for whom frequencies below 222 
MHz will no longer be available after August 27. 


The Board also directed the filing of a petition 
for rulemaking with FCC, seeking a shift in 
frequencies permitted for repeater and auxiliary 
operation to 222.150 to 225.000 MHz. 


The League will seek from the FCC full 
access to the 222-225 MHz band for Novice Class 


licensees. 


o The Board unanimously voted to adopt a 
recommendation of the Administration and 
Finance Committee that in principle, beginning 
in 1995, the League conduct its own national 
convention. The staff will develop a business 
plan for such conventions. Local organizers 
considering applying for the 1994 National 
Convention under the existing procedures have 
until December 31, 1991, to submit proposals. 


o The League’s Digital Committee was reori- 
ented toward the operational aspects of the 
developing data communications network. New 
members will be selected by the president. 


o A Future Systems Committee will be formed 
to consider technology issues in the 5-15 year 


time frame. The president will select up to five 


members based on their knowledge of telecom- 
munications system development. 


o A 6-meter band plan, as proposed by the 
VHF Repeater Advisory Committee, was adopted. 
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o The VUAC and VRAC were charged with 
reviewing the 33-cm band plan in light of the 
reported establishment of major operations by 
another user of the band. 


o The board recognized long-time QST and 
book author Doug DeMaw, WIFB, for his many 
contributions to Amateur Radio. 


o AMSAT members also were applauded for 
their support, as partners with ARRL, for the 
Shuttle Amateur Radio Experiments (SAREX), 
and other Amateur Radio educational projects. 


The board endorsed concepts advanced by 
AMSAT for a Phase 3-D Amateur satellite 
system, and pledged the League’s cooperation. 


o The League will pursue discussions with 
organizations which influencethedevelopment of 
land use regulation of antennas, in order to 
promote ordinances compatible with the FCC’s 
PRB-1 mandate. 


o Keri Miller, N6TME, was named the 1990 
recipient of the Hiram Percy Maxim Award. 


_o William Helmetag, WA2VQG, was selected by 
the board as the 1990 recipient of the Herb S. 
Brier Instructor of the Year award. Peter Kemp, 
KZ1Z, was named 1990 ARRL Professional 
Instructor of the Year. 


o Roy Lewallen, W7EL, won the 1990 
Technical Excellence Award for his February, 
1990 QST article "A Simple and Accurate QRP 
Directional Wattmeter." 


o The dates of the 1993 National Convention 
in Huntsville, Ala, were changed to August 
14-15, one week earlier then originally scheduled. 


Trio Charged in NYC Heist. 
Three New York City men have been charged 
with possession of stolen property traced to an 
armed robbery of Barry Electronics in April. 
Noel Wo, 26, and David Yung, 23, along with an 
unnamed third man, also were charged with 
transmitting illegally over a public service 
emergency frequency.

In early June the NYPD began experiencing 
malicious interference ‘to its radio frequencies, 
inthe form of music and comments by an 
individual calling himself the "Voice of God." 
On June 25 New York cops, who had tracked the 
transmissions to lower Manhattan, entered the 
apartments of Wo and Yung. There they found 
electronic equipment estimated to be worth 
about $5,000 and that was identified as having 
been stolen in the Barry robbery. 


According to NY Police Department Detective 
Stephen Caracappa, the three men were identi- 
fied as among those who had been seen selling 
radio equipment at a Deerfield, NH hamfest in 
early May, as well as at flea markets in 
Wheeling, WV and Athens, Ohio. 


Detective Caracappa said the men were able 
to sell "a lot of stuff" there, but that much of the 
stolen merchandise remains unaccounted for and 
Amateurs are advised to continue to be wary of 
new equipment for sale at hamfest. 


Meanwhile, the NYPD Major Crime Division 
continues to seek at least three more men seen 
at various hamfest in the Northeast, in connec- 
tion with the Barry robbery. 


Wo, Yung, and the unnamed third man are 
free on bond. . 


DXCC Automation: One Year Later. 

It has now been one year since ARRL’s DXCC 
branch began the switch to computerization. 
Full automation of the DXCC awards program is 
scheduled to begin Oct. 1, according to Special 
Projects Manager Tom Hogerty, KClJ. Begin- 
ning then, every application for endorsement of 
a DXCC award will be entered into the computer, 
including the applicant’s past record. 


Based on the number of such applications 
received in the past at an average of 215 country 
credits already posted for each endorsement 
application received, in addition to new applica- 
tions, the DXCC Branch anticipates posting in 
excess of three million country credits on 
computer during the first full year of automa- 
tion, according to Hogerty. 


Here is how the first year’s new DXCC applica- 


tions (representing more than 400,000 credit . 


postings) broke down:

The backlog of DXCC applications that had — 
plagued the branch is essentially a thing of the 
past; processing of new applications is current, 
and endorsement applications received in mid- 
June are now being processed. 


September QST will formally announce the 
guidelines for field checking of DXCC QSL cards, 
and will solicit nominations for the position of — 
DXCC field representative beginning the first of 
September. 


DXCC and Contest News. 

The ARRL Awards Committee on July 16 unani- 
mously accepted the recommendation of the DX 
Advisory Committee to add North Korea to the 
DXCC Countries List. The new DXCC country, 
officially the Democratic People’s Republic of 
Korea, will be added to the List after the first 
accredited Amateur Radio operation. The 
present "Korea" will remain on the Countries 
List under the new name of "South Korea 
(Republic of Korea), as recommended by the 
Advisory Committee. 


The Awards Committee also has accepted a 
recommendation of the Contest Advisory 
Committee concerning multipliers in the ARRL 
International DX Contest. Beginning in 1992, 
the current VE1 and VO1 multipliers will be 
split into five multipliers: New Brunswick (VE1); 
Newfoundland (VO1); Labrador (VO2); Nova 
Scotia (VE1); and Prince Edward Island (VY2 or 
VE1), making 62 multipliers available to DX 
(non-W/VE) participants. 


This change also brings the ARRL DX Contest 
multiplier structure in line with.that. used inthe 
10-meter contest. ;

BRIEFS. 


o The FCC on July 24 denied two petitions 
seeking reconsideration of the Commission’s 
Order of Oct. 31, 1990, which denied petitions 
requesting that the allowable power for 
Amateurs using amplitude modulation not be 
lowered. 


Those who petitioned for reconsideration, Dale 
Gagnon, KW1I, and the Society for the Preserva- 
tion of AM (SPAM), again argued that the FCC 
had not taken their original arguments into 
adequate consideration, and that the old limit of 
1,000 watts de input should be retained as they 
and the ARRL had earlier requested. 


In replying to one of the petitioners’ claims, 
regarding a resurgence among Amateurs in AM 
operations, the Commission said "We disagree 
with the petitioner’s contention that popularity 
of a particular emission type within the Amateur 
Service community has any bearing on the 
maximum power that an Amateur station should 
be authorized." 


At the same time, the Commission made an 
editorial change to Section 97.313(b) so that it 
now reads in its entirety: "No station may trans- 
mit with a transmitter power exceeding 1.5kW 


~~ PEP." The language which provided for grand- 


fathering of AM transmitters until June 2, 1990, 
has been deleted. 


o A new book about Amateur Radio is off the 
press. Don C. Wallace, W6AM, Amateur Radio’s 
Pioneer, is 320 pages, with 200 photographs, 
including 24 pages of color art. The book, 
written by Jan Perkins, N6AW, is hardbound, 
and costs $29.95 from Wallace and Wallace, 
11823 E. Slauson Ave., Suite 38, Sante Fe 
Springs, CA 90670. 


o This year’s Tokyo "Ham Fair" is expected to 
draw some 60,000 visitors, about a thousand 
more than in 1990. The event, scheduled for 
Aug. 23-25, will include the usual operation by 
special commemorative station 8JIHAM. 


o Shuttle pilot Ken Cameron, KB5AWP, visited 
Headquarters on July 23 with his father Don 
Cameron, KB1WC (who lives in Westport, Conn). 
Strictly a social visit for the Camerons, Ken 
received the usual visitor’s tour of the building 
and met a number of Hq staff members. 


Not typical of a visit, however, was a brief 
reception for Cameron, organized by the Educa- 
tional Activities Department. Cameron also 
narrated slides and a film of his latest shuttle 
flight (STS-37, documented in July QST). 


Cameron was presented with an ARRL Hand- 
book signed by the staff, as a memento. 


o Edward Collins, W4MS, died in late May in 
Biloxi, Miss. He had been a League member for 
more than 60 years, according to Southeastern 
Division Director Frank Butler, W4RH. 


In 1931 Collins was instrumental, according to 
Butler, in the division of Florida into two ARRL 
sections, and he became the first section 


communications manager (as they were then 


known) of the new Western Florida Section. 
Collins served as SCM almost continuously until 
1957.

[From the Editor-in-Chief] 

From your emotional letters, the editors have the feeling that radio amateurs are not just sitting 
by but are endeavoring to make a breach in the totally disorganized organizations that distribute 
periodicals. For example, the Federation of Radio Sport of Volgogradskaya Oblast’ wrote a letter to 
Deputy Minister of Communication Yu. B. Zubarev asking for help in subscribing to our magazine. 
We don’t know whether this helped, but we’re firmly convinced that joint efforts by the editors and 
the readers are necessary. 


How can Soyuzpechat’ [the organization which distributes periodicals in the USSR] be helped 
so that.everyone wishing to receive RADIOLYUBITEL’ may do so? A student from Kirov has offered 
his services to deliver the magazine, and maybe such an alternative will have to be resorted to, though 
entrusting distribution and delivery to radio amateurs wouldn’t be free. Hopefully, perestroyka will 
bear fruit in the organizations of the Ministry of Communication ["Soyuzpechat’"] and no further 

problems will be encountered subscribing to the magazine.

In March 1990, Soviet amateurs finally got 
permission to operate packet and on 22 May 1990 4J6X went on the air from the first 
Soviet-American "packet" expedition. This was based on an idea expressed by Bernie Mutter, NSCBW, 


during a visit to Rostov-on-the-Don in 1988. "CQ" acted as sponsor, contributing a thousand dollars. 


The expedition was organized by the Federations of Radio Sport of Rostovskaya Oblast’ and the 
Kabardino-Balkarskaya Autonomous Soviet Socialist Republic. [The Kabardino-Balkarskaya ASSR 
is "Oblast”" No. 087, embedded RSFSR identifier 6X.] A tremendous deal of help was extended by 
N3CBW and by Bob Curry, KC3VO, who brought transceivers, computers, and packet-communication 
controllers. Joe Kasser, G3ZCZ/W3, kindly prepared a special terminal program with the callsign 
4J6X. Soviet participants were Sergey Bartazar’yan, UA6LD, Boris Larionov, UA6LQ, Viktor 
Tkachenko, UA6LA, Viktor Sadchikov, UV6LC, Viktor Yevtushenko, UA6XD, Anatoliy Kenzhekulov, 
UA6XT, Timur Krymshankhalov, UA6XAS, and Vladimir Ligidov. The callsigns 4J6X, U6X/N38CBW, 
and U6X/KC8VO attracted a lot of interest. In five days of operation we had about 6,000 QSOs on 
phone and over 500 "packet" contacts including ones with South and North America, Europe, and 
Asia. Not so bad, since most western radio amateurs use packet communication for local BBS 
operations on the ultrashortwave bands.

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Silent Keys 


Robert C. (Bob) Moore - N8CKD died of a sudden heart attack 
July 31 at the age of only 49. 


Bob had been a prime mover of the Foundation For Amateur Radio 
from the day he came onto the Board of Directors in 1982. He 
promptly became Assistant Treasurer that same year. In 1983 he 
became co-chairman of the Gaithersburg Hamfest and continued on as 
chairman until the day of his death. He also held the office of FAR 
First-Vice President in 1986 and then served as President from April 
of 1987 to April 1990.] 


First licensed in 1955 he quickly became active in Public Service 
(including traffic handling) and did a good deal of instructing in 
training classes. He was also an active member of the Laurel 
Amateur Radio Club and participated in the Volunteer Examiner 
program. He held an Advanced class license. 


Professionally, Bob held a doctorate in pharmacy/pharmacology from the University of 
Tennessee. After several years of teaching, he became a senior clinical research associate at 
Abbott Laboratories in Chicago. He came to Laurel in 1979 as a program analyst at the Health 
Care Financing Administration in Baltimore. Two years later, he directed a pharmaceutical 
reporting system and chemical safety program at the U.S Pharmacopeial Convention, Inc. 
(a pharmaceutical "think tank") in Rockville. He left there in 1988 to return to HCFA, where he 
helped implement the Medicare Catastrophic Coverage Act, passed that year. In 1990 he went to 
the NIH National Cancer Institute as a cancer researcher. 


Bob is survived by his wife, Elizabeth, who only recently received her General Class license - 
N3JSZ. Elizabeth is also a pharmacist at the National Institutes of Health, working in the Drug 
Regulatory Affairs Branch of the cancer therapy evaluation program. Bob also leaves a 5% year 


‘old son, John Robert, who has been his constant companion at all Amateur activities. Bob will be - 


sorely missed by his family and the entire Amateur community.

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NASA is looking for researchers to help 
locate extraterrestrial microwave transmitting 
sites as part of the Search for Extraterrestrial 
Intelligence (SETI) Microwave Observing 
Project. The SETI Microwave Observing 
Project will carry out a sky survey with special 
attention to sun-like stars during 1992-1999 to 
find signals transmitted by intelligent 
extraterrestrials. NASA will furnish the 
research facility and observation platforms. 
NASA wants researchers who will serve on 
NASA teams as advisors to the project and 
proposals for analysis, interpretation and other 
uses for observation data. 


NASA plans to spend $100 million in a ten- 
year program which will use the 305 meter 
radio telescope at the Arecibo Observatory in 
Arecibo, Puerto Rico and the NASA radio 
telescopes of the NASA deep space network to 
scan the entire celestial sphere in the 1 - 10 
GHz range. NASA researchers will use a 320 

_ MHz wide range scanner that scans 20 million 
radio channels per second in order to detect 
narrow band emissions. The receiver system of 
this SETI project will give scientists a real-time 
warning of a possible extraterrestrial signal 
and detect FM and other more sophisticated 
modulation techniques. Previous SETI efforts, 
such as the Megachannel Extra-Terrestrial 
Assay of Paul Horowitz of Harvard, have been 
able to look for CW signals only. Bearing in 
mind that no-code proponents may have won 
out in advanced alien civilizations, this new 
signal detection strategy may be wise. 


Perhaps DXCC rules will have to be revised 
to allow for multi-generational DX contacts.

Paul Bauer, N3DAN, has not departed the 
area.

And a note of a different sort. Some of 
the proponents of the no code license have 
taken recently to claiming that it is already 
a spectacular success, thus proving its worth. 
It may, in fact, turn out to be that, but it’s far 
too early to make that assumption. Fred Maia, 
publisher of W5YI, recently played a bit fast and 
loose with the statistics, noting that VEs had 
examined more applicants and administered 
more examination elements in the first six 
months of 1991 than in all twelve months of 
1987. That sounds impressive, but we’ve exper- 
ienced roughly a 10% increase every year. In 
other words, by 1990 - before no code came along 
- the increase in exams over 1987 was already 
74%! Before we assume lessening standards was 
the proximate cause of this growth, we'll have to 
wait until we can factor in the huge growth in 
that same period of time of exam opportunities 
(there are lots more VEs and test sessions now), 
and of the inevitable burp in growth occasioned 
by any change in the licensing system. In other 
words, before we let ourselves be stampeded 
into other, major changes in a system that was 
obviously working very well before no code, let’s 
take a sober look at the facts. 


Incidentally, the score at the Pentagon and 
Stafford test sessions so far is more than two to 
one in favor of technician with code, and over 
half of those who tested for no code have since _ 
taken the code. Like the statistics mentioned 
above, these numbers don’t prove anything, but 
they suggest that our conviction that code was a 
meaningful impediment may have been a bit 
overblown.

Designing Air Wound Coils Using a Computer 
John Bailey - KC4BQI 
I wanted to build a QRP transmatch to go along with all the other low power gear I have 

constructed over the year. The design for the transmatch required a 20 microHenry air wound 
inductor. I found the formula describing how to construct one in the 1989 ARRL Handbook. The 
equation is: 

L = (d*d*n*n*) / (18d + 401) 

where L = the desired inductance in microHenrys 
d = diameter of the coil in inches 
n = total number of turns over the length of the coil 


After studying the equation for a while, I realized that there are many combinations of 
diameter, length, and number of turns that would produce the required value I needed. Not 
wanting to figure every combination using pad and pencil in hopes of finding the optimum 
configuration, I decided to write a computer program that would do all the work for me. The 
program would list all the possibilities, and all I need do is choose one from the list. What follows 
is a description of the program I created. : 


Incorporated into the program is the above formula. I made it so the computer would print 
every combination of variables that would give the desired value of inductance. All the operator 
needs do is give the minimum and maximum ranges for each parameter. All number crunching 
would be done within these limits. | 


In my case, I required a wire wound coil having an inductance of 20 microHenrys. I decided 
to wind it using 10 gauge wire. This lends itself nicely to making self-supporting coils. With a 
tape measure, I found that six turns per inch was the maximum number possible using this 
thickness of conductor. This was the figure I plugged into the program. 


To figure the number of turns per inch for a given wire gauge, look in the Handbook for a 
chart entitled, "Copper-Wire Table." It is located on page 35-6 in my 1989 edition. 


Because it is unlikely that any given combination of length, diameter, and number of turns 
will exactly match the desired value of inductance, I inserted a ’fudge factor.’ If the calculated 
answer is within plus or minus %05, this result is printed as being close enough.
